We believe that President Cleve- 
land can solve the negro problem 
and eliminate the color line from 
politics. There is no race of people 
as obedient as our people, there is 
no race more ready to forgive a 
wrong. Weare willing to forgive 
and forget past brutalities against 
our race and meet those who have 
oppressed us upon equal grounds. 
We know not what our convention 
will do, but, whatever it does it 
will be in the interest of our people 
throughout the country, and especi- 
ally in South. :
